The “New Cemetery’ in Cork : Cruelty on the Screen : The Geminids. 
Fares by Bulk : he Country Fashion,

A Strange AC emorial. 


Among its beauty spots the City of Cork 
has long boasted the so-called new ceme- 
tery. The cemetery, however, was not 
turned to purposes of burial until 1826, 
when Father Mathew purchased it for 
that purpose. It was previously a botanic 
gardens, and differed from most ceme- 
teries by the luxuriance and unconven- 
tionality of its plant life. It contains a 
number of interesting memorials, again 
distinguished by the fact that many came 
from the chisel of a sculptor who was a 


true artist, and no mere stone mason, who 
was named Buckly, and now reposes nn 


the spot which he did so much to adorn. | 


There used to be, however, one extremely , 
curious monument, which could not fail 
to strike the attention by its bizarre effect. 
It consisted of a winged cherub. He was 
by no means of the usual type; for this 
cherub wears about his throat the modish 
cravat, and his wings emerge from the 
shoulders of a readily recognisable frock 
coat of modish cut. One feels that Anstey 
should have known this figure; for it is a 
veritable Bultitude among the cherubim. 


Cruelty on the Screen. 


I have always had suspicions concern- 
ing pictures.of wild animals filmed “ in 
the heart of the jungle ” or on the plains 
of “ darkest Africa.” It is so difficult to 
say where the enterprise of the adven- 
turer ends and the art of the studio 
begins. There is one aspect, however. of 
some recent wild animals sound films 
which «I have seen in Dublin that seems 
genuine enough. The cruelty to which 
some of the animals were subjected was 
sufficiently obvious to arouse hostile 
expressions of opinion among the more 
sensitive members of the audience. In 
one scene, for example, a snare was set 
on a forest path, and a few moments later 
a small wild cat obligingly trotted into it.’ 
The hunters, who were concealed close at 
hand, immediately pounced on their prey 
and held it down with forked sticks, while 
the unfortunate animal screamed with 
pain and terror. Meanwhile the an- 
nouncer, as if to palliate this distressing 
piece of realism, delivered a tirade 
against the sufferer, expressed with all 
the nasal vehemence of which the 
‘American language is capable. —“ Look 
at him! ” he exhorted, ‘‘ the most vicious 
beast in the jungle; 40 pounds of concen- 
trated spite and venom,”’ etc., ctc. I am 
well aware that it is not possible to handle 
wild animals with kid gloves, but tliere 
seemed to be little excuse for treating 
the wild cat in this fashion, and less for 

resenting such a spectacle to the public. 
There was.a time when such sights were 
tommon enough, and, although it 1s some- 
times alleged that human nature does not 
change, the argument is to a certain 
extent refuted by the number of decent- 
minded people who will no longer tolerate 
ill-treatment of animals, and who may 
even be inclined to share the symapthy 
of the poet for 

‘‘ ... tamed and shabby tigers 
And dancing dogs and bears.”’ 


Women’s Clubs. 


The suggestion that the National 
Liberal Club, in London, should admit 
woman as members, reminds me of the far- 
off days when women first had “ clubs ”’ 
of their own. Many popular songs of the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries give vivid 
pictures of such clandestine parties; for 
such they were. At some ball or dinner 
word would be whispered among the 
favoured few, arranging a meeting at some 
inn not frequented by their husbands or 
lovers. The approach to the rendezvous 
was never made en masse; two by two the 
ladies would arrive, each carrying her 


contribution to the feast in prospect. 
Released from household duties and 
enjoying the sweetness ever resulting from 
** forbidden fruit,” their conversation ran 
freely on current “ club ” topics. After 
appraising the quality: of wine served by 
the inn-keeper, the ladies would fully 
exercise their cunningly-snatched freedom 
by discussing the perversities of their 
respective husbands, with whom all were 
generally dissatisfied. During the pro- 
ceedings one can imagine many furtive 


glances in the direction of the éntrance. 
To be discovered would be to shatter the 
illusion of “ gentility’’ held by many a 
husband, and would certainly bring to an 
end these happy gatherings for social 
intercourse. ‘‘God might send me a 
stripe or two if my husband should see 
me here,’’ was a characteristic utterance 
seized upon by contemporary song-writers. 
To leave the ‘‘ club”’ called fee equal 
discretion ; and on the ladies’ arrival home 
many a husband, it appears, received 
assurances of his lady’s pious occupations ; 
for usually she had ‘‘ been to church.” 


Selling Suit Lengths. 


As I walked in Wicklow a few days ago 
a passing motorist offered me a lift. Tt 
was raining, and I accepted his offer with 
alacrity. In the course of our conversa- 
tion he told me that he was making a 
steady income by selling suit lengths in 
country districts. He sets out in the 
morning with a large stock, and generally 
returns in the afternoon with every suit 
length sold. ‘*‘ Country people,” he said, 
“have never taken to the ready-made 
suit. The countryman wants a sound 
suit and he isn’t too particular about 
style. He has, however, very definite 
ideas as to what constitutes a good cnt 
and he has a preference for a loose, easy- 
fitting coat. The Guards are my best 
customers, and they usually bring their 
suit lengths to the best tailors in the 
nearest big town. Then I have good 
customers in the farmers, the priests, the 
shopkeepers, the schoolmasters and the 
labouring men. In some houses I sell 
three or four suit lengths.’* 


Ghe Geminids. 
The Geminids 


constitute the most 
notable meteor shower of December. 
Their radiant is situated between the 
bright stars Castor and Pollux, and nearer 
the former than the latter, in the con- 
stellation Gemini. The meteor may be 
observed early in the night, as the radiant 
is at a considerable height above the 
eastern horizon curing the hours preced- 
ing midnight. The shower will be chiefly 
in. evidence on December 13, the principal 
maximum taking place about 10.40 on 
that night, though there is an earlier 
maximum on the same evening about six 
o’clock. In the absence of moonlight the 
conditions are favourable for observing the 
display. Some of these meteors may be 
seen on the 11th, as there is an interest- 
ing minor shower due at 10.15 on that 
night, preceded by an earlier maximum 
at 8.15 p.m. 

Other nights distinguished by meteoric 
phenomena in December are those of the 
14th and 15th, as also are the 22nd and 
24th, but the showers occur under circum- 
stances not very suitable for observation. 
On the 26th there is a meteor shower with 
a maximum at 5.40 in the evening, and a 
secondary one near midnight. On the 
29th a secondary maximum occurs about 
8 p.m. Another shower falls on the 30th, 
with a maximum shortly after 6 p.m. 


Paument by Bulk. 


'Bus and tram conductors usually have 
an embarrassing time when they are called 
upon to decide whether a junior traveller 
is entitled to travel at. the reduced rates 
operative on most of the lines. Some of 
them decide brusquely and listen to no 
expostulations from irate parents, but 
others are lenient and hope that inspectors 
will be the same. There is one place, at 
least, on earth where a rigid rule can be 
consulted—a rule which cannot be denied. 
The place is Toledo, a town in the United 
States, and the rule is that every passenger 
over fifty inches in height must pay full 
fare. A scale is affixed to every ’bus and 
tram, by which the question can be settled 
once for all. This is a very fair rule— 
though I should think that width would 
be an even fairer guide. After all, it is 
the space which matters in the vehicle; 
and we have all seen prodigies, whose 
youth could not be doubted, but whose 
bulk is even less dubious, allowed to travel 
for half fare. Some of the little alterca- 
tions that we witness in trams and ’buses 
might suggest a scale of charges based on 
bulk, but the suggestion could only be 
entertained by extremists.

NELSON’S PILLAR. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—The proposal to remove the Pillar, 
now seriously made, is not, as its advocates 
seem to imagine, a compound of progress and 
lofty patriotism, but a compound of ignorance 
and vandalism. The main reason advanced 
at the Corporation in favour of the proposal 
was that it would facilitate traffic. Would 
it? What does the ‘facilitation of traffic’’ 
imply? If it implies, as it does to the Garda 
authorities, that there is no traffic but motor 
traffic, and that streets and roadways must 
be kept apse clear, so that motor cars 


then the Pillar is an obstruction, and so are 
the tran.s, and the Farnell. Statue, and the 
public lavatory in O’Connell street, and all 
the other statues, rests, conveniences, and 
contrivances of any sort, and the cyclists, and 
the pedestrians, and all other beings and 
contrivances of any sort moving and 
peregrinating upon their own power, or upon 
any power not being motor-power. But if 
the facilitation of traffic means that the 
streets and roadways should be made safe 
for all the users, then the Pillar is not an 
obstruction to traffic, but a Godsend to it.

The pedestrian 
takes up the minimum of traffic space. The 
cyclist takes up more, but his greater 
mobility makes him, in effect, occupy not 
more space, relatively, than the pedestrian. 
The motor vehicle takes up most, both 
frontally and _ laterally, actually and 
potentially, The average traffic space 
occupied by a motor vehicle is probably not 
less than twelve feet by eight fect, and in 
the vast majority of cases there is only one 
rson in the vehicle.

All, or nearly’ sil. motor vehicles 
peneons it from any of the four roads 
which converge on it do so at a pace which 
fis little more than a walking pace, so that 
the many thousands of ipedestrians, errand- 
boys, cyclists, old people, children, who must 
(ross and recross in the course of the day, 
kan do s in reasonable security, short of 
gross carelessness on their own part or on 
the part of some motorist. What will 
happen if the Pillar is removed? No motorist 
will «ome round the corner on two wheels 
with the Pillar in the offing, but, with the 
Pijlar removed, motorists will go through 
O'Connell street at sixty miles an hour, and 
nobody will be able to cross the road. If 
there were any intelligent realisation of what 
traffic regulation onght to mean in the Cor- 
poration, not alone would they not remove 
the Piflar, but they would erect a good 
hefty statue, or drinking fountain, or tree, 
in the centre of every erossroacs in their 


chstructions, and thus tempt motorists to 
fast and careless driving, but to multiply 
obstructions and forces them to traon ce 
slow and careful driving. 

As a matter of fact, there is no traffic in 
Dublin to speak of, and no person, motorist 
or otherwise, has ever been keld up any- 
where in Dublin for more than thirty 
seconds, and even then only very rarely. 
The whole talk and bother and mass sugges- 
tion is nothing but a conspiracy to hand 
over the streets to the most useless and 
dangerous members of the community. 

There is one other point which has been 
urged in favour of the removal of the Pillar, 
and that is that it is a reproach to the Irish 
nation to have a statue of Nelson in its 
principal street. I can find no words 
adequate to describe the invincible ignorance 
of this view. Public statues and street 
names are ancient monuments, as authentic 
and as essential to be preserved as are 
gsm stones and round towers. There are 
plenty of new streets for the new names, and 
there is plenty of vacant space for any new 
statues. Nelson and Queen Victoria and 
other British statues are ancient monuments, 
trophies left behind by a civilisation which 
has lost the eight centuries’ battle. The 
hand that touches one of them is the hand 
of an ignoramus and a vandal. 

Unfortunately, this country is full of 
vandals. There are the vandals who want to 
cut away the front of Trinity and cut a 
road through it, and the vandals who want 
to smother the Liffey (all shameless and in- 
defensible proposals). There used to be a 
nog: convenience in Ranelagh, old, small, 

ut adequate, surrounded by and almost 
buried in trees and greenery, a sanctuary 
for birds. It has been removed and sub- 
stituted by a hideous modern structure of 
red brick, flaunting its makedness and 
obscenity shamelessly, the protecting screen 
of trees and greenery ruthlessly cut down.—

Examination Hall, Trinity College, Bach's

Like the great composer’s Masses, it contains 
a wide variety of adaptation, but the work 
reflects throughout the vital individuality of 
the master. It is fascinating to watch the 
change of colour and tempo which Bach uses 
so confidently and easily for the changing 
It is all so characteris- 
tic—a living face, as some one has expressed 
it, rendered all the more individual for the 
mobility of the features. That was something 
like what one felt in listening to Dr. George 
Hewson’s reading of the work as it was pre- 
sented by the Choral Society. 

As usual, there was an absence of wind 
instruments, the piano giving the necessary 
support, but in this hall it is just as well to 
be without the brass, at any rate. Signor 
Grossi was a confident leader, and, with an 
excellent body of strings at his command, Dr. 
Hewson had a fine support for his choir. 
There was splendid material here, especially 
among the soprano voices, which came over 
fresh and crisp in such splendid pieces as the 
opening chorus, ‘‘ Christians, be joyful,’”’ and 
the effective chorus and final choral, “ With 
all Thy hosts.” There was a lack of strength 
about the male lines, but the tone was good. 

The soloists for the occasion were Miss 
Grace Longfield (contralto), who came well 
through this effort; Mr. Robert Irwin (bari- 
tone). whose voice had a natural] timbre that 
was well suited to Bach’s devotiorial music, 
and Mr. Joseph O'Neill (tenor), whose work 
was marked with that easy grace and distinc- 
tive style one always associates with his 
singing. 


PIANOFORTE RECITAL. 


MR. ST. QUENTIN DOWNER. 


A recital given in the Engineers’ Hall, 
Dublin, last night, served to introduce Mr. 
St. Quentin Downer, who has established 
himself in Dublin recently as a professor of 
the pianoforte. Holding excellent credentials 
from teaching and examining authorities, 
Mr. Downer last night gave present proof 
of his sound seoil ro... aáif mh of pianoforte 
method as well as a lively appreciation of 
the musical design in several works of 
classical rank. His programme for the 
recital included the '' Appassionata’’ Sonata 
of Beethoven, the Tausig transcription of 
Bach’s Organ Toccata and Fugue in D minor, 
a group of Chopin studies, a Scherzo and an 
Intermezzo of Brahms, and the Liszt 
Rhapsody No. 6. As a work of new interest 
there was a charming “ Fairy” Suite by 
Frank Bridge. 

In this programme Mr. Downer had ample 
scope for display of a powerful technique. 

It is some years since he gave his first 
public recitals in London. More recently his 
work has lain in Australia, where he held 
a responsible position as an organiser of 
courses of instruction in music, acting also 
as lecturer and examiner. He has come to 
Dublin as a teacher equipped with the results 
of many years of valustile experience. 

Mr. Downer’s recital was lellvwed with 
keen interest, and his performance won 
hearty applause. 


A NOVEL EXHIBITION.

PORTRAITS IN POTTERY. 


A pottery exhibition of much interest is 
being given at 7 Schoolhouse lane, Molesworth 
place, Dublin, the studio of the Misses 
Kathleen Cox and Stella Raynor. It is some- 
thing wholly new to Dublin, and contains at 
least one suggestion in the art of decoration, 
which should create a new vogue in sculp- 
ture. Statues and busts find places in man- 
sions and halls, but sculpture for the ordinary 
home has not the accommodating appeal of 
pictures. Miss Cox has hit upon an idea 
which will give lovers of the plastic art op- 
portunities of indulging their taste even in the 
modern flat. She exhibits a number of por- 
trait masks, which, on pillared walls or walls 
painted or papered with the same effect, may 
be hung or easily affixed to form admirable 
decoration in ordinary-sized rooms. These por- 
trait masks may be a series of family portraits 
or likenesses of friends. They are objects of 
art that will have personal interest and 
occupy no more than face space in a scheme 
of decoration. The exhibition is made 
especially interesting by Miss Cox and Miss 
Raynor in the fact that they show how it is 
all done.

SUMMING UP A GREAT 
CONTRIBUTION. 


——— 


HE tenth item of that popular series 
T of talks, ‘‘ What I Wou d Do With 
the World,” will be 
summed up to-night. 
Many famous 
publicists have con- 
tributed their views, 
and the task of sum- 
ming up is not an 
easy one. So that 
listeners may know 
the calibre of the man 
entrusted with this 
task we will quote the 

rogramme set out 

by Daventry: “ Mr. 
Lowes Dickinson 
is a practised hand 
at rounding off such 
series as this; largely 
because he is not to any great extent a 
specialist in any particular branch of 
knowledge, and has no particular pro 
pagandist axe to grind. He has definite 
enough opinions of his own; but he is, 
like all great men, sufficiently diffident 
about them to be ready to admit that 
there may be at least a grain of truth in 
those of others. In the opening talk of 
the first ‘Points of View’ series—the 
speakers in which, incidentally, included 
two others of the current symposiasts— 
Mr. Dickinson said that the result of 
having devoted much of his time to the 
understanding and expression of other 
people’s points of view was that he had 
finally arrived at views of his own. His 
studies of Goethe are a good example of 
this ; as Napoleon said to him, Goethe was 
‘a man,’ in the sense of living a life as 
complete as any human being has ever 
done. Mr. Dickinson has certainly been 
influenced enormously by Goethe, and has 
retained that poet-critic-philosopher’s wide 
sympathies and interests. He is not a 
highbrow, in the ordinary somewhat 
derogatory sense of the word; but he 
thinks deeply and seriously about serious 
and important matters. Such an attitude 
is ideal for welding together a series such 
as this. in which a heterogeneous collec- 
tion of eminent representatives of every 
kind of view-point and creed have united 
to express their views on the present state 
of the world, and how it could be im- 
proved. While agreeing on many points, 
these speakers have differed widely on 
others; it will be particularly interesting 
to have the agreements noticed and the 
disagreements arbitrated by Mr. Lowes 
Dickinson’s vigorous and 
mind.”

TIPPERARY.

issue almost immediately the first 

volume of the Civil Survey of Ireland, 
made in 1654. Comprising the East and 
South of the County of Tipperary, the volume 
extends to some 400 pages. The second 
volume for Tipperary, West and Worth, is 
already at press, and will complete : 
presentation for that large county of 
detailed conditions of the Gaelic and 
Norman tenures in Tipperary, Just before the 
Cromwellian confiscations took effect in 1655 
and the following years. 

This survey was the record of the knowledgs 
of the land possesstd by the Gaelic gentle- 
men, and by their Norman neighbours, of 
that period. The record was written down. 
in the course of the year 1654, from the 
detailed testimony of juries (sawn from both 
sections of these occupants of the land, some 
twelve or fifteen for each barony. The civil 
survey is extraordinarily rich in place-names, 
owing to the minute descriptions of the 
boundaries of each barony and of each parish, 
as well as of every estate of every proprietor 
of land. The local records thus preserved 
are entirely more completa than the material 
embodied in the better-known town survey, 
which was intended for practical use in 
parcelling out lands to tha soldiers and loan 
holders under the Cromwellian Government. 
Valuable local details are given for almost 
every townland, and many names of places 
which have long gone out of use, or even of 
knowledge, are set down in the civil survev. 

Some twelve counties, many of them com- 
plete, are comprised in the volumes of the 
civil survey known to exist since 1830-1840. 
when practically all these books were pur- 
chased at the Headfort sale. It is still hoped 
that, as in the case of the family of Tavlonr. 
Marauesses of Headfort, other volumes may 
he discovered. ne valuabl# section, that 
for the City of Kilkenny. was discovered to 
be still in existence only last year.

Remarkable Evidence in Longford Case.

LONGFORD, Wednesday. 

HERE was a sequel to-day to the arrest 
ig last Sunday of Mr. Hugh Quigley, 

Trillick, Secretary, Longford Cumann 
Fianna Fail, at the Longford District Court, 
before Justice Kenny, when Mr. Quigley was 
prosecuted under Section 29 of the Larce iy 
Act for issuing letters, as alleged, to Mr. 
Edward Cooney, Gurtven House, Killashee 
(retired Major, Free State Army, and 
brother-in-'aw of Major-General Sean 
McEoin, T.D.), demanding money on threats. 

The accused man was returned for trial 
in custody. 

Mr. T. W. Delany, State Solicitor, read 
the section, and said that the offence was 
described as a felony, and the person charged 
was liable to penal servitude for life. Major 
Cooney was presented with a letter asking 
him to pay £5, failing to do which his hav 
shed might be burned, or his horses or cattle 
injured. Major Cooney paid no attention to 
that, and subsequently i received a letter 
in which the penalty was increased to death. 
Mr. Cooney handed Quigley £4 in a letter. 
The money was found in the accused man's 
possession, and also a copy-book. 

Mr. Cooney said that Quigley came to his 
house on the night of November 24rd. He 
said that he called the previous day. He 
produced letters from his pocket. Quigley 
told witness that he could read the letters. 
The one addressed to witness was in block 
printing. 

Major Cooney said that when he received 
another letter by post he had a conference 
with Superintendent Liddy. After that he 
put four single pound notes in the envelope 
produced. Superintendent Liddy kept the 
numbers. Witness sealed the envelope with 
sealing wax and took it to Quigley’s house 
on the evening of December 4th. Quigley 
was not there. He called at witness's place 
at 11.50 next morning. He said that he 
gave £1 to “those people.” He did not 
know any of them, as they were masked. 
Witness gave Quigley the sealed envelope. 
Witness said: “ You might tell those people 
not to trouble me again. 

Superintendent Liddy gave evidence of 
visiting the residence of Quigley on the night 
of December 5. Quigley-took from the pocket 
of his coat a coloured envelope and £1, and 
also a letter addressed to himself, which he 
attempted to conceal. Asked if he had any 
ruled exercise books he said “No.” 

The Superintendent added that he had com. 
pared the letters produced in Court with the 
copybook. Where the letters were torn inthe 
latter there were traces Jeft,and the side oí 
one of the letters exactly fitted in. 
The Superintendent gave evidence as to other 
pages, and said that he had no doubt at all 
they were leaves out of the copybook pro- 
duced. 

Mr. Delaney read a letter addressed te 
Major Cooney, which contained the following : 
“We had a little chat with Quigley the other 
night and he appeared to be in a very bad 
temper. We let him off £1 less than we had 
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asked, as times are bád, so we have also 
decided to do the same with you. We now 
demand £4, on payment of which we are 
finished with you. If you refuse to pay we 
solemnly swear ——— that we will put you 
to at least £20 of a toss, as well as the 
penalties mentioned in last letter, and, if 
necessary, we will make your life not worth 
living. Ii you think you can trick us, we 
warn you that you are making the greatest 
mistake ever you made in your life. One man 
tried that game, and paid for it with his life 
You will follow those directions: On Friday, 
at about 3 o'clock, you will go and give 
Quigley at his piace an open ens elope contain- 
ing £4. The reason we let him off with £1 
less was to get him to take this last message 
for us. We respect and fulfil our promises. 
This is your last chance. Beware of—Power.”’ 

Superintendent ” Liddy read a statement 
made by the accused man in reply to questious 
at the barrack. He said that he was met on 
the road by four armed and masked men, 
who demanded the money from him and said 
that he should bring the message to Major 
Cooney. Next morning he found the 
envelope, which contained envelopes addressed 
to himself and Major Cooney. 

Detective Chattin, who accompanied the 
Superintendent, said that he — searched 
Quigley, and found in the inside pocket of 
his coat an envelope addressed, ' Mr. Hugh 
Quigley, Trillick.’’ Witness found a pair of 
knuckle-dusters in the overcoat, and Quigley 
said that thev belonged to somebody in 
America. In the window witness found a 
small piece of torn blotting-paper which bore 
traces of printing. 

The accused man was 
in custody to Longford 
January 12. 

Mr. Carroll, his solicitor, appealed for bail, 
but Mr. Delaney, solicitor, objected. 

The Justice said that he had never heard of 
bail in a case of the kind.

Fishery Research. 


Many operations which once were left to 
chance are directed nowadays with all the 
exactness of science. On Tuesday the 
University College of Hull opened new 
fishery research laboratories. whose object 
is to rende: scientific services to the 
fisheries of the Hunt _ ports. 
D. C. Hardy, the head of the department, 
has done valuable work already in 
marine research, according to the Hull 
Correspondent of The Times. With other 
things, he has devised a new instrument 
for the investigation of plankton—the 
masses of organism that provide fish with 
food. Herring, it is known, feed on 
certain typés of plankt . and avoid 
cthers; it follows, therefore, that their 
feeding-grounds can be determined by a 
survey of the plankton Records are 
kept, and maps are made, of any areas 
which foster the plankton that appeals to 
herring; and the density of planktoa 
within such areas determines their value 
as lodgings for herring. The areas. of 
course, are apt to change with the flow «tf 
currents, and the whole study must be 
pursued with international concert. It is 
hoped that, when the question has 
been investigated thoroughly, drifter 
skippers will be furnished with means tu 
enable them to find water in which they 
are most likely to get herring.  After- 
wards the department will turn its 
attention to the other forms of fish. The 
plankton favoured by various fish will Se 
studied; currents will be investigated : 
commercial steamers will be asked to keep 
records of the types of plankton that they 
obtain while crossing the North Sea. In

This is the position which has arisen 
as a result of the decision arrived at by 
the Leinster Milk Producers’ Association 
at a largely-attended meeting of the 
members held in the Wicklow Hotel, 
Dublin, last night. The meeting unani- 
mously resolved to cease all supplies to 
the city as from Sunday night, unless 
their demand for an ‘‘all-year-round ”’ 
price be acceded to by the distributors. 

A great majority of the citizens will, 
therefore, be compelled to resort to the 
use of condensed milk, unless supplies 
can be obtained from places further afield 
than Louth, Meath, Wexford, Wicklow, 
Kildare and Dublin. Dublin will be unlike 
Belfast in this “war, since the latter 
was able, during the period of the dispute 
there, to obtain supplies from the Free 
State side of the border. Dublin, how- 
ever, is too far from the border for a 
supply from Northern Ireland to be 
practicable. 

The Leinster Milk Producers’ Associa- 
tion, which represents ninety-five per 
cent. of the producers of Louth, Meath, 
Wexford, Wicklow, Kildare and Dublin.

The President of the Military Tribunal 
in Dublin yesterday announced that 
George and Charles Gilmore had been ad 
judged guilty of all offences, amd also of 
the offence of contempt of the Tribunal. 

George Gilmore, of Kilakee, Rathfarn 
ham, was charged with having, with 
Charles Gilmore, between January Ist. 
1926, and June 9th, 1931, respectively, 
taken part in, or assisted in, the 
maintenance, formation and organisation 
of a body which purported to be a military 
force not established as such by law, con- 
trary to the Treasonable Offences Act. 
1925. 

They were also charged with having had 
under their control, within the same dates. 
firearms and ammunition with intent to 
endanger life or cause serious injury to 
property, or with intent to enable other 
by means of such firearms, to 
endanger life or cause damage to pro- 
perty. 

The second part of the indictment 
charged them with conspiracy to do all 
the alleged acts set out in the first part. 

The Tribunal ordered George Gilmore 
to be imprisoned for two years in respect 
of the first charge, five years in respect of 
the second charge, two years in respect 
of the third, and three months for con 


tempt of the Tribunal, all the sentences |

LICENSES AND OFFICIAL SERVICE. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 


and Commerce, introducing the bill, said 
that after the appointed day to be fixed in 
accordance with legislation no person would be 
allowed to run a passenger á có upless he 
had received a licence enabling him to run a 
specified service under conditions attached by 
the Minister of Industry and Commerce for 
the issuing of such licences. An application 
could not be refused except the exist- 
ing service had not been carried out effi- 
ciently, with due regard for the requirements 
of the public and that the service was not 
satisfactory regarding frequency, etc. Where 
it could be proved that persons had not 
given satisfactory service, the Minister had 
the discretion not to give a licence. 

The big change was that, the owner of a 
service carried out efficiently for twelve 
months prior to October 31 had the right 
to get a new licence for another twelve 
months, while other persons may not be 
granted a licence, He called special atten- 
- tion to the clause dealing with attachment of 
conditions, concerning which a very definite 
‘line of policy could be worked out, and as 
far as he was concerned would be worked out. 
_ The operations of ‘buses would be divided 
into three zones. For Dublin city and a 
radius of about fifteen miles from the Genera! 
Post Office licences would be issued for ’buses 
under conditions, and sibject to the qua lifica- 
tions, that only those who had licences for 
that zone would he able to operate there, 
while those who came in from outside would 
be allowed to let down passengers there, 
and take them on again, but they would not 
be allowed to take on passengers from within 
the fifteen mile limit.

tions of its promoters. If it had not been 
for the amalgamation scheme of 1924, some 
small lines would have been closed down, and 
there would have been an increased amount 
of unemployment. In 1924, immediately 
before ‘amalgamation, the expense of working 
the railway was £4,345,000, while in 1930 
the cost of working was £3,069,000, a reduc 
tion of over one and a quarter millions to the 
benefit of the travelling public. Amalgama- 
tion had not been a failure. 


RAILWAY-OWNED VEHICLES. 


There had been a growth of other types of 
transport, mainly privately-owned, and not 
subject to any great control. In 1927 they 
passed legislation which had been copied in 
other countries—legislation which empowered 
railways to run motor vehicles on the road, 
po “so to certain restrictions. It was now 
realised that these restrictions were too 
narrow. The situation had developed until 
they saw by experiment what system of allied 
0 soÓE as between railway and road 
vehicles, was possible, and under what con 
ditions. 

He had said on a former occasion that co- 
_ ordination was required, and that it could be 
~ most satisfactorily obtained by the great 
oe companies getting into the road 
vehicle service in a proper way. If that 
. experiment, was successful, they would at the 
proper time develop the scheme. He believed 
that this was the proper time. They intended 
to allow for the extension side by side of 
the three big companies—independent ‘bus 
companies—and expected that the owners of 
i. one or two ‘buses would gradually disappear. 


CARRIAGE OF GOODS, 


Eighty per cent. of goods carried on the 
roads was carried in traders’ private vans 
and only twenty per cent. by professional 
- haulage companies. The Government felt that 
it would be unwise to interfere with private 
traders at present, so long as the ordinary 
road regulations were observed by them. 
They also felt that it would be impossible to 
make legislation effective at the moment to 
prevent a trader carrying other than his own 

oods. ‘The statistics for railway trade, either 
or merchandise or live-stock, did not show 
a big seduction by reason of road vehicle com- 
petition. He had had various consultations 
with people concerned about the matter, and 
the nearest approach to a practical suggestion 
was that traders should not be permitted 
to carry even their own goods by lorry out- 
side a radius of ten miles. That suggestion 
was ridiculous on the face of it. 

Another suggestion was to allow the rail- 
ways to fix their own rates on road or rail 
without any intervening authority such as the 
Railway Tribunal. Under such a scheme 
there would be no protection azainst undue 
preference being given to traders. The Rail- 
way Tribunal existed to see that no such pre- 
ference was given. The object of this bill was 
to give railway companies the completest 
freedom to cater for carriage of goods by rail 
' or road, and put them in the position of their 
competitors for the carriage of goods. It was 
' hoped that the railway companies would use 
these powers to introduce such a scheme ‘of 
"road and rail services as would get the public 
to see that they could provide as efficient a 
service as was required. If they did that, he 
hoped ‘they would soon get into the position 
where the number of traders’ lorries would 
decrease. 

The Covernmeni kept a certain amount of 
control. If the tailway companies did not 
sone. meen e of the terms now given the 
yovernment had power to enable outside in- 
dependent owners to get licences for the areas 
which ‘the railway companies neglected. If 
this situation arose it would be much easier 
to displace the holders of the existing licences 
than to displace those already on the roads. 


UNIFIED CONTROL, 


Mr. 8. LEMASS (Fianna Fail, Dublin, §.) 
said that he regretted that in their attempt to 
solve a problem which had not been made any 
easier 1.y the delay in tackling it, the Govern 
ment had definitely rejected the idea of 
anified control. Apparently the Government 
was content that the transport services of the 
country should be continued to be conducted 
for the main purpose of realising a profit for 
the owners,. and not to serve the industrial

convenience. To a large extent this per- 
mitted the transport war to continue with 
the difference, that in future the Minister was 
going to take a hand and side with the bigger 
companies. That competition in the past had 
raise sar lower wages, worsened conditions 
for the employes, and led to an ever-increas- 
ing loss for the owners. No deputy would 
deny that the preservation¥of the railways 
was essential to the industrial development of 
the country. Similarly it could not be denied 
that the ’buses served the public convenience, 
and in so far ag it was pbssible to maintain 
decent road transport they would have to be 
continued. The aim of the Government 
should be that these two services should be 


‘supplementary rather than mutually destruc- 


tive, as at present. 

As it was generally agreed that the trans- 
port service of the country should be served 
with a view to conducting the interests of the 
country, a much stronger case could be made 
out for public ownership of them than for the 
electricity supply power. 


MINISTER’S POWERS. 

As soon ag the bill was circulated he had 
been considering whether it was preferable that 
the power of issuing licences should be exer- 
cised by the Minister or by some independent 
tribunal, and he had come to the conclusion 
that under existing circumstances it was pre- 
ferable for the power to be in the hands of 
the Minister, because his action was subject 
to question and criticism in the Dail, where- 
as the actions of a tribunal could not be 
questioned. 

“T think,” said Mr. Lemass, “ that the 
Minister's powers are altogether too wide, 
and it will be necessary to have restrictions 
made upon them.”’ 

It seemed to them that there was grave 
danger of injustice being done if it was not 
made possible for a licence-hoider whose licence 
had been revoked, or an existing operator 
who was denied a licence, to appeal against 
the Minister’s decision in some _ matters. 
Did the Minister contemplate the exercise of 
his powers in order to suppress a company 
running an efficient service with a view to 
the elimination of competition? 


DEFECTIVE DRAFTING. 

He did not know that any interested party 
would receive tie Railway Bill with plea- 
sure. He could not imagine that the Rail- 
way Companies would be very enthusiastic 
about it, because although it removed some 
restrictions it imposed others. The bill ap- 
eared to be very defective in ‘.s drafting. 
Ve was particularly struck by the fact that, 
although the Minister mace on order per- 
mitting a railway company to close down a 
branch line,. the company was apparently 
obliged to keep the line in existence ready 
to be coanenell at any time, as the Minister 
He considered that 
the railway system should be considered as 
a whole, not parcelled up into sections. He 
did not foresee a period when it would be 
possible to do without it. 

They would be ultimately forced to recog- 
nise that the maintenance of the railways 
on an efficient basis would be the direct 
obligation of the State to take over. 


DRASTIC POWERS. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said they 
needed a clearer explanation as to why the 
Minister wanted such drastic powers. The 
railway companies had to buy the land on 
which the railways were built, and pay for 
the maintenance out of revenue, while ‘buses 
and lorries were allowed to tear up roads, 
for the construction of which they had not 
paid. He did not think that a Minister 
with the responsibility of putting the Shan- 
non scheme on a firm footing, the responsi- 
bilities of his own department, and of look- 
ing after the interests of Japan and America 
at Geneva should ask for the drastic powers 
in the bill. }fe thought that the Minister 
should seek the advice of some advisory 
body which would tell him how the more 
drastic sections should be worked. 


RAILWAY POSITION. 


WHERE THE BILL MAY 
HE 


Mr. JOHN GOOD (Indeffendent, Dublin 
County), said that while the position of the 
railways was bad, he did not believe that the 
hill would make it worse. He believed that 
the measure was a real effort towards helping 
the transport position.

The ’bus services had won out because they 
had done definite service to those who used 
them.

As a supporter of the railways, he was not 
prepared to say that the railways should be 
used for the purpose of sabotaging other 
forms of transport. He did not want to be 
driven to the position in which railway 
nationalisation would become a necessity. 


NATIONALISATION A DISASTER.

IMNIBUS ZONES. 


Reverting to his previous remarks about a 
fifteen-mile radius zone round Dublin, in 
which long-distance "buses would be restricted 
from picking up and setting down passengers, 
the Minister said that he should have made 
a differentiation.

outstrip anything that could be regarded as 


suburban traffic, and the restriction would 
not be equitable. He would rather take as 
the area for suburban traffic the present 
Greater Dublin and coastal borough areas, 
adding the fifteen-mile area as the area in 
which the Dublin United Tramways Com- 
pany, its allied services, and others would 
get preference against all other comers.

In this bill they did not intend to estab- 
lish the railwavs as the old monopoly, or to 
give even railway servants the positions 
they achieved when the railways were a 
transport monopoly. Thev wanted to give 
the railway companies sufficient liberty to 
enable them to do the business now being 
done against them by certain road vehicles. 
They honed the railwavs would seize the 
chance offered them, and show traders now 
operating road vehicles that the railwavs 
eould give as cheap a door-to-door service.

MYSTERY OF TURK’S 
DEATH.

HE defence was opened yesterday at 
a Ulster Assizes, at Armagh, in the case 
in which Eddie Cullens, described as 
aa American, is charged with the murder of 
Achmet Musa, a Turk, whose body, un- 
clothed except for a woman's arr cap 
covering the head, was found in a field near 
Carrickfergus on September 4. 

Cullens and Musa were stated to have 
heen members of a syndicate of four formed 
to exploit Zaro Agha, a Turk, claiming to 
be 156 years of age, as “the oldest man 
alive. 

The prosecution alleges that Cullens lured 
Musa to Ireland in “ne a to murder him, . 

IV. W. Lowry, A.C., ae said 
that Musa was a man of exceedingly loose 
morals, as far as women were concerned, and 
wanted to get away from Zaro Agha because 
the old man knew his wife in ‘Turkey. 
Counsel suggested that on the night of 
September 2 Musa gave way to his weakness 
for women, and gave offence to someone. 


“SWIFT AND SURE.” 


“If misbehaviour takes that turn death 
may follow swift and sure,” added Mr. 
lowry. 

Cullens, who took the oath in Jewish 
fashion, said he was 28, belonged to New 
York, and in America was a motion picture 
projectionist. He had lived in Turkey for 
five years. 

Cullens said they went to Ireland “ until 
things cooled down” after Musa had struck 
a man at the circus to which they were 
attached. 

Cullens denied talking with a girl about a 
bathing cap, or saying Musa was '“' as mean 
as a Jew.” Musa, in fact. was free with his 
money. Musa, after persuasion, agreed that 
they ought to return to England. Cullens 
went into details as to his own movements 
on the evening of September 2, and said he 
left on the evening of September 3 for Eng- 
land. Cullens said that later he saw Miss 
‘“X,” one of the girls they met. “I told 
Miss *X,’”’ Cullens said, “that perhaps 
Musa had gone back to Turkey.”’

under the Act may be temporarily appointed 
as additional udge of any of the Courts hel: 
by the Recorder.”

Clonmel Circuit Court on June 16 last by 
the Attorney-General against John Kyan, 
Cornelius Brien, John Harding and Thomas 
Rvan. 

"The indictment was as follows :—‘‘ Edward 
Coffey had made on oath an assertion 
material to the matter in question which to 
his knowledge was false—namely, mm) hen I 
stated that Jack Ryan (Cat) and Thomas 
Ryan (Liam Og), Jack Harding and Conny 
Brien were present on Friday, February 6, 
1931, it was wrong. for me to say so. 

Mr. Finlay, with Mr. Brereton Barry, 1n- 
structed by Mr. D. O'Donovan, solicitor to 
the Garda Siox hana. prosecuted, and Senator 
M. Comyn, K.C., with Mr. O'Callaghan (in- 
structed by Mr. Skinner, solicitor, Tippe- 
rary) defended. 

Outlining the case against Coffey, Mr. 
Finlay said that a sergeant of the Civic 
Guards came on men engaged at military 
exercises in a field in the Solohead district 
of Tipperary. The Guards captured three 
of the men and found in the field revolvers 
and certain ammunition. Those three men were 
charged with offences under the Treasonable 
Offences Act. One of the men was found with 
a note-book. It was identified by certain 
witnesses as the roll book of this company 
of the I.kt.A. Proceedings were taken against 


the four defendants. and one of the witnesses 


was Michael Coffey, who, before the de- 
fendants were actually charged, swore an 
information concerning his connection with 
the matter before a l’eace Commissioner. 


THE INFORMATION. 


Mr. Firlay then read from the information, 
which stated that on the 8th February, 1951, 
Coffey brought his bicycle to Conny Brien s 
house at Knockfeelan, and left it lying 
against the side of the house He had not 
seen the bicycle until making the information. 
On that night he had gone to an L.A. 
company meeting, arriving at Brien sa house 
at 840 p.m. Coffey sad tha he 
first joined the . 1.8.4. $1X months 
previousiy, and they used to meet once a 
fortnight, when they were drilled by John 
Harding, John Ryan (Cat), and Thomas 
Ryan (Liam Og) on many occasions. They 
had Leen sworn i; at Conny Ryan’s house 
hv Tom Ryan. The information read further: 
‘On Fridav night, 6th February, I was in 
a field near Conny Brien’s, when I heard 
come Guards shout, ‘ Hands up.’ Somebody 
shouted, ‘ Lads, it’s all up the spout; were 
surrounded.’ ‘They a then ran away, and 
I’ went home with William Rvan (Alt.).” 

'!ese four defendants, said Mr. Finlay, 
were charged before a District Justice, and 
this man Coffey was summoned to give evi- 
dence concerning his information, and was 
subsequently charged. The point that 
mattered was that in the part of his informa. 
tion in which ne had said that John Ryin 
(Cat), Tom Ryan (Liam Og), and John 
Harding were present at the drilling, he now, 
in the District Court, said that it was wrong 
for him to say so. 

Mr. Finlay said that perjury here was not 
governed by statute, as in England, but was 
a misdemeanour in common law. The 
evidence of one witness was not sufficient to 
substantiate a perjury charge. but from the 
facts of this case there would be no diffi- 
culty; there would be abundant corrobora- 
tion. First of all they had Coffey in his own 
information swearing that he was present 
at the drilling and that the four other de- 
fendants were present also. ‘They would 
have the evidence of Guards who visited the 
field and found the defendant there and 
placed him under arrest. Referring to 
Coffey’s deposition made in the District 
Court, in which he said that statements tn 
his information were untrue, Mr. Finlay said, 
‘ 1 don’t know whether it was through fear 
of consequences or simply to attempt to safe- 
guard other people that he did this, bnt his 
motives were neither here nor there so far 
as the prosecution is concerned.” 


USUAL PROCEDURE. 


Mr. Michael O'Callaghan, District Court 
Clerk for Tipperary and Dundrum, gave evi- 
dence of an information made by the accused 
on oath before a Peace Commissioner. 

In answer to Mr. Finlav. he said that the 
information was made in the presence of the 
Superintendent, a Guard and the Peace Com- 
missioner, 

Mr. Finlay then read the deposition made 
by Coffey in the District Court, in which he 
said that his earlier statement before the 
Peace Commissioner was got from him 
through foree. The last words on the deposi- 
tion were-~—‘‘ The Superintendent did not suc- 
ceed in forcing the trvth from me. 

Mr. Comyn, K.C., addressing the Tribunal, 
said he was rather surprised that a charge of 
this character had been brought before the 
Tribunal, because it was a charge of a highly 
technical nature. The facts as sworn to 
might support another charge, but his sub- 
mnission was that they did not support a 
charge of perjury. 

Mr. Finlay. K.C., submitted that there 
was substantial corroboration on material and 
relevant facts in support of the charge. 

The President announced that the findings 
of the Court would be promulgated in due 
course, 


LABOURER CHARGED. 

Timothy Buckley, labourer, of Clonbrick, 
was charged with perjury in respect of the 
same Court proceedings against the four de- 
fendants named above. 

The allegation was that he had

the mullers.

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From the Scariff meet on Saturday a be- 
ginning was made in Scariff wood, and, after 
an hour's demesne hunting, went on by Tober- 
tynan Bog wood where they found, but the 
fox got to ground at once. The bog of Kill 
held a fox, which ran past Clonacurry Hills 
on the right, and into Rahenstown plantation, 
then through the garden wood to the gorse 
covert, which he left on the far side, and 
was lost a few fields further on. 

e meet on Monday was at Summerhill, 
and found at once. After a considerable 
amount of demesne hunting they were left. 
There were also several foxes in Trotter's 
gorse, and the selected one was hunted over 
the ‘‘Double’’ nearly to Treffans. short of 
which he turned left-handed to the Rock 
Lodge avenue, where scent gave.out. Drawn 
again, Trotter's provided a fox, and, with 
scent greatly improved, hounds went away 
over the point-to-point course to Galtrim. 
Here there were a lot of foxes, and hounds 
ran two big rings back to the covert. Time— 
One hour and twenty minutes. A fox found 
in Kilcarty ran along the double, and wheeled 
right-han ed by Kilcarty House to the covert, 
then pointed for Curtistown. Changing his 
mind, he turned to the left again as if for 
Scurlockstown, and thence ran a very twist- 
ing line back to Marshalstown, where the 
pack pulled him down in the open after a 
very good hunt of sixty-five minutes.

From the meet at Kill on Tuesday we first 
drew Arthurstown, and found ‘at once; but, 
unfortunately, he got to ground in an un- 
known earth. From Kilteele we ran down 
to Johnstown-Kennedy, over a nice line, and 
after some demesne hunting marked the fox 
to ground. Time—32 minutes. Found in 
Vinode, and after ten minutes’ hunting he 
got to ground. We then went on to Down- 
shire, and had only gone about a quarter of 
a mile when hounds hit off the line of a fox 
that had evidently left Tinode when we were 
hunting his companion.

Correen.. Here he swung left-handed, and we 
hunted him slowly down wind back to 
Tinode, where we lost him at dusk after 
hunting him for seventy minutes.

Timahoe was the meet on Friday last. It 
was blowing a hurricane, but, in spite of 
this, hounds were able to run well. 
Cremorgan, as usual, was the first draw. 
Hounds found in the lower wood, and gave 
their fox such a dusting that, after fifty 
ininutes’ ringing round the place, they ran 
into him close to the house. While they 
were breaking him up word came that 
another fox had been seen going into the 
laurels alongside the house. This fox had 
climbed the high wall into the garden. As 
soon as hounds were taken in there he crossed 
the wall again into the laurels, and went 
away straight for Timahoe.

On Monday last the fixture was Culla- 
hill.

He ran over 
Mr. Sullivan’s farm at Tenislatty, and on 
through Gurtnahilla, where he bore to the 
right of Mr. G. Fitzgerald’s lands of Cool- 
cashin, and across Mrs. Shortall’s big fields 
of Gurtnamuck, then swinging right-nanded 
through the scrub on Mr. Delaney’s farm 
The time up to this was forty-five minutes 
Hounds continued on to the “ Rock Covert,”’ 
and, after hunting up and down for twenty 
minutes, pushed him out at the Cullahill 
end, and ran back via Cullahill Mountain 
to where he was found.

SOUTH AFRICAN TACTICS. 


HOW THE WELSHMEN WERE 
LURED TO DEFEAT. 


i —————

The success of the South Africans in their 
first international against Wales in the mud 
at Swansew last Saturday can be regarded 
as evidence of the adaptability of teams from 
the Dominions. Previous to Saturday, the 
tourists had failed to impress when the con- 
ditions were at all soft underfoot. Their 
sole defeat—at Leicester—was sustained when 
the ground was slippery, and the drawn 
matches at Melrose and Devonport were the 
result of the South Africans not being able 
to shine when the going favoured keeping 
the ball on the ground, 

Following their drab displays when the 
ground was in heavy condition, the South 
Africans were made to realise that they would 
be in difficulties in the international matches 
unless some steps were taken to prepare for 
matches when it was inadvisable to hardle 
the ball. In consequence, for a couple of 
weeks prior to Saturday’s match the tourists 
ml] in Soccer practice with a Rugby 
ball to accustom themselves to keeping the 
ball on the ground. 

Tactics of this sort are foreign to the game 
in South Africa, where the haat grounds make 
the ball bounce much too lively to obtain 
control with the feet, and few of the tourists 
had specialised in dribbling to the extent 
general in Britain. ‘The determination of the 
South Africans to remedy a likely weakness 
was well rewarded at Swansea, when the 
tourists adapted themselves to the conditions 
better than the Welshmen. The Springboks 
themselves were exceedingly anxious to have 
a dry day for their first international match, 
and the fact that their heavy forwards were 
able to master the Welsh pack in the mud 
is evidence that the tourists will be 
exceedingly hard to beat in the remainder of 
the international matches. 


GENIUS OF OSLER. 

Perhaps, the complete manner in which the 
Springboks toyed with the opposition at Swan- 
sea has not fully been appreciated. Their 
success was largely a 
triumph of tactics 
and an indication of 
the Rugby genius of 
Bennie Osler, the 
South African cap 
tain. In the second 
half of the match the 
ball was sodden and 
slippery, and he 
realised back play 
was a menace to the 
side that attempted 
it, on account of the 
difficulty in handling 
the ball and keeping 
on the feet. He 
encouraged the 

Welshmen to ny 
suicidal tactics by giving them the ball. 
The South African pack made little serious 
attempt to secure the ball in the tight. 
Pushing against the Welshmen they al- 
lowed T. Day to hook the ball, and as 
soon as it was out of the scrum their flank 
forwards and centres were quickly on their 
———, harassing Powell, HEAR back 
play five to ten yards at a time, and some- 
times causing a breakdown of the Welsh 
attack, from which they themselves in- 
itiated their two scoring moves. They also 
allowed the Welsh forwards to push back 
the ball in the line-out, and followed up 
so quickly that here again the Welshmen 
made slips which caused them to loose a 
lot of ground. When the South Africans 
perforce on account of their weight and 
found themselves in possession of 
the ball in the tight, their clever scrum- 
half, D. Craven, made no attempt to pass 
out the ball and chance a fumble bv Osler. 
He simply picked it up and ran into the 
ruck, where his flank-men helped him along 
to gain a few yards every time. 

MANY WAYS OF WINNING. 

The supposition formed by a few of the 
critics that Wales on account of the fact 
their backs handled the ball more would 
probably have won had it been a dry day 
does not do credit to the tourists’ tactics. 
In the first half of the match Osler adopted 
the plan of bombarding Bassett, the full- 
back, with kicks from all angles, hoping 
that the Welsh captain would sooner or 
later make a mistake. Bassett was in re- 
markable form, and gathered the ball n 
the air, and slithering along the ground 
with a surety few could equal on a dry 
dav, and he never failed to find touch. 
Only when this well-conceived form of at 
tack failed did Osler adopt the policy of 
allowing his opponents to secure the ball 
and profit by their mistake. The Welsh 
back-play might have looked better than 
that of the South Africans for the «imple 
reason the tourists realised, as the Welsh. 
men failed to do, that the muddy field st 
Swansea did not lend itself to passing anil 
running with the ball. More than 
method of winning matches is open to the 
South Africans, and in their international 
games at Dublin, Twickenham and Edin- 
burgh they are likely to adapt themselves 
to circumstances as they did against Wales.

"BUS PASSENGERS’ 
DISMISSED. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 
Captain Thomas Taylor, Abbeyfield road, 
Killester, sued Thomas J. P. Murphy, trading 
as the Pirate ‘Bus Company, to recover 
damages, laid at £200, for personal injuries 
which he sustained when one of the defend-

ageinat a tramway standard near the Cloutar! 


Railway Station on the 25th August last. He. 


alleged that the 'bus was driven carelessly. 

Another passenger, Benjamin Griffith, Kil- 
lester, claimed £50. 

The Judge, having reviewed the evidence, 
said that he had come to the conclusion that 
the defendant was in no way guilty of negli- 
gence. A latent defect in the steering gear 
caused the "bus to sirike the standard Lefore 
the driver had time to apply the brakes. 
He had sympathy with the plaintiffs, but he 
must dismiss both cases. If, on appeal, it 
were found that he was wrong and that judg- 
ment should be given for the plaintiffs, he 
would give them the full sums which they 
claimed.

VANISHED CHILD. 


JUDGE DEFERS SENTENCE 
PENDING INFORMATION. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) i 

The hearing was concludeed of the case in 
which Anastatia McGrath, a nurse, and Mary 
O'Flaherty were charged with conspiring to 
obtain certain sums of money bY falsely re- 
presenting that they were having two 
children adopted by certain foster-parents. 
There was ale a charge of alleged forgery 
of documents. At the time of the alleged 
offences the prisoners resided at No. 
Crosthwaite Park, Kingstown. . 

Charging the jury, Judge Davitt said that 
the most serious aspect of the case was that 
one child had disappeared altogether. All 
efforts to trace the ** Mrs. O'Callaghan '' from 
County Kildare, who was supposed to have 
taken the child, had failed. If such a 
person ever existed, nobody had seen her except 
the two accused women, as far as the police 
could discover. 

The jury found the prisoners guilty. 

Judge Davitt deferred sentence until the 
end of the Sessions, warning the prisoner 
McGrath that the nature of the sentence 
would Jargely depend on whether she gave 
information as to the present whereabouts 
of the Clare girl's child.

FICTITIOUS ORDERS FOR SETS 
OF BOOKS. 


John Mulhall and Michael Shanahan were 
charged with conspiring to obtain from the 
Home Library Book Company, Dublin, the 
sum of £6 6s. by. falsely pretending that 
Mulhall had obtained orders for books to 
the value of £42. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C. (instructed b 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuting, said that 
the chief offender was Mulhall. He had 
been employed as a book canvasser by 
Messrs. George Newnes and Company, and 
tried to get advances on orders which he 
said he had secured, but which, the prosecu- 
tion alleged, were fictitious. Four of the 
orders were for ‘‘ Newnes’ Select Balzac,’* 
value £8 15s. per set, payable in instal- 
ments of 10s. monthly. The purchasers" 
names had been given on the order forms as 
Mr. Green, chemist, employed by Messrs. 
Hayes, Conyngham and Robinson; James 
Dunn, fitter, employed by ‘Thompson's 
Engineering Company; John Mooney, tram 
driver, Tramway Cottages, Cabra, and Joha 
Glynn, Sligo, independent means, retired. 
Orders were also produced for two other 
sets of books which were sold at £7 7s. per 
set. 

Mulhall, giving evidence on his own behalf, 
said that he believed the orders were genuine, 

Judge Davitt—Do you seriously suggest 
that you believe that this order for £8 
worth of Balzac’s novels from this in- 
tellectual tram driver friend of yours was 
genuine?—I did, my lord. 

The prisoner Shanahan denied that he 
took part in any ew to get any of the 
proceeds that Mulhall was to get for selling 
the books. 

The jury found both prisoners guilty of 
conspiracy to obtain £6 6s. by fraud, and 
John Mulhall guilfy of attempting to obtain 
the money. 

The prisoners were put back for sentence.
